Johnson returned to Washing­ 
ton Dec 13 for a series of meet­ 
ings with foreign visitors: Pres­ 
ident Mohammad Ayub Khan of 
Pakistan.

American planes were to halt 
their bombing runs over North 
Viet Nam targets.
